IB Advocate* Repeal •< 


•bto" M. E. Owrcfc l«w» In B* 
•jard to AIIIM «•»«•** 


To the Editor of The Freeman, 


Sir;- 
I have been greatly interested i» 


,th<; statements of Bishop Bdwto 
Holt Hughes of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church who, wrttlnf In the 
September Iwue of The Methodist Re- 
view, advocates the repeal of one of 
the fifty-year-old laws of the Metho- 
dist Church on the ground that it al- 
ways has been unworkable.. 


My first thought was that the ven- 


erable Bishop Hughes, by advising 
the repeal of such an old law of the 
church — (specially a law of hU own 
church — was laying himself op«n to 
the charge of woritlng for "nullifica- 
tion" of morality and Christianity, or 
at least "nullification" of the Metho- 
dist Constitution. For a bishop to ad- 
vocate the repeal of a law. would 
make it appear that he wag not in fa- 
vor of "law enforcement." Howerer, 
1 read what the bishop wrote. 


The law which Bishop Hughes says 


should be rei caled IB known as Para- 
graph 280 of the Methodist Church 
regulations. 
It relates to amuse- 


ments and was adopted in 1872. 


"No other great church in America 


took this panicky action," writes 
Biehop Hughes. "Nor hag the work- [ 
ing of the law among us in these fifty ' 
years persuaded any of our larger . 
sister denominations that we acted 
with wisdom, and that they should 
follow our example.

Authorities predict that twenty years 
from now the moose will bo as nearly 
extinct In America as the buffalo Is 
today. Despite all the lawn that can 
be framed and enforced, tb* size of 
the moose, and its desirability, both 
as a hunter's trophy and for food, 
render it practically certain, according 
to authorities, that the species will b« 
destroyed much faster than it breeds.
